\V HILE many women have wielded a painter's brush, few 

lave attained skill with the chisel. The success of Mrs. 
Clio Bracken as a sculptor is therefore encouraging to all who aim 
for that branch of art. 





As a child of six this woman's talent showed itself Her 
mother having a taste for modeling, and seeing the same incli- 
nation in her daughter became her teacher When she was ten 


years of age the child’s work was considered good enough to be 
put into plaster. When school hours were over, the afternoons 
generally were spent in her mother’s studio and so clever were her 
inspirations that she was known among her friends as the ‘Art 
Child.” At thirteen, she took up her art-life 
more seriously, and joined the Art Students 
League. At sixteen she submitted a life-size 
figure of a child which was accepted and had 
a leading place in the autumn exhibition. 

From that time on, her genius steadily 
developed, and to give her a better knowledge 
of the profession she was about to enter, her 


parents sent her to Europe, where she took 





two years instruction in one of the Paris Art 
schools. Later on her work was exhibited in 


the Paris Salon.

vegetables, salad, etc. The bread tray fills 
one corner; the water pitcher or carafle, 
another ; the butter plate occupies one space 
between ; a dish of pickles another; the oil 
and vinegar cruets, two more. When things 
are handed they should be returned to the 
places they were taken from, or else the table 
will soon be in distressing confusion. 
Opposite the carver sits the lady of the 
manse and before her is the coffee or tea ser- 
vice, supposing always that there is no servant 
to hand these things, and that one or other of 
the beverages is served at the dinner whether 
this meal is taken at mid-day, or at night. A 
number of smal! plates or dishes to encircle 
the plate of each person is to be avoided 
Even peas are now taken upon the plate with 
meat and potato. When they are to be served 
thus, they are cooked rather dry. Corn, suc- 
cotash, stewed tomatoes, squash, all these are 
taken upon the plate; anything with vinegar 
however is served separately unless the dinnet 
is in courses, when cucumbers come with fish 
and are taken upon the plate with it, and salad 
with chicken or game.

‘* The Daughters of France.” She points out 
that half a century—nay, even a quarter of a 
entury—ago French girls had a fairly certain 
before them; that of wives and mothers.
